Ranger, of VV ashiugton, D. CL, a 
clerk in the department of Commerce 
and Labor, arrived in tins city Saturday 
afternoon, and is engaged in making 
copies of parts of the divorce records in 
the office of the clerk of the district 
court. 
The statistics are prepared by 
him on cards arui each card, which is 
devoted to one case only, will contain 
the following information: 
State or country in which married: 
date of marriage: date of separation;! 
date of tiling petition; begun by bus 
band or wife; how notice was served 
(personally or by publication), was case 
contested: was decree granted or not; I 
whether or not intemperance was a iii | 
rect or an indirect cause; whether ab i 
solute or limited divorce; number o f 1 
children by the union and number af- j 
footed by the decree; whether or not 
alimony was asked and granted; oceu 
pation of both parties; residence of one 
sued. 
The records in the office of every clerk I 
of a court granting divorces in the 
United States are being examined, for a 
period of twenty years, from .January I, 
1887 to January I, 1907, and as the de­ 
partment has the results of a similar 
investigation twenty years ago, covering 
a like period, it w ill have a record for: 
forty continuous years. 
Mr. Ranger, who is doing the work in 
Crow Wing county worked from August 
1st lo December 1st, 1906,on the records 
of Ramsey and Hennepin counties, and 
bas since put in most of his time in the 
southern part of the state, running over 
to Sioux 
Tails 
and looking up the 
records of that famous divorce mecca.
